If a bright red MG is the 
stuff your dreams are made of 
— forget it. 

Neither love nor money will 
gel one for you in Victoria 
these days. 

The only hope of a new car is 
to take whatever the dealer 
offers you, without being 
choosy about color, style or 
accessory. 

But if you want to dream a 
little, head over to the Van¬ 
couver docks and see shiny 
automobiles lined up, row 
after row of them, plugging 
the yards, just sitting there 
and never moving. 

And they're liable to stay 
there for a while longer, as a 
strike by 200 truck drivers 
who deliver new cars to 
dealers enters its third week. 

The men, members of local 
351 of the Teamsters Union, 
have already rejected an offer 
by Transport Labor Relations, 
and workers for Canadian 
Auto Carriers also rejected an 
offer from the bargaining 
group 

On Tuesday, however, the 
problem was not altogether 
with the union. 

Teamsters’ business agent 
John Brown said two of the 
four companies concerned in 
the dispute were ready to 
settle with the union, but TLR, 
the certified bargaining 
agent, refused to do so.

"Something like 200 of our 
cars are sitting there, and 
some are waiting in Halifax 
because of the crowded 
Vancouver area yards. 

"I haven’t even seen a 
carrier come by here in nearly 
a month now, so all the 
dealers are in the same spot." 

Jim Williams, sales 
manager at Brian Holley 
Motors Ltd., faces a similar 
situation. 

“Our products come from 
Eastern Canada and they are 
holding back from shipping 
because of the Vancouver 
situation," he said. 

“We still have some stock — 
a little less than half the 
normal stock — so if you want 
a new car we can supply it. but 
anyone who wants immediate 
delivery will have to take the 
color and style on hand, or 
wait for the stock to start 
moving in again from Van¬ 
couver."

intend to own. build and 
operate the two-tower com¬ 
plex. No mention was made of 
the price paid by Holiday Inns 
to Reid.

Butter, milk powder 
will cost more 


The retail price of butter 
has been increased six cents a 
pound and skim milk powder 
has gone up 12 cents a pound, 
federal Agriculture Minister 
Eugene Whelan announced 
this week. « 

A spokesman in the federal 
agriculture department in 
Vancouver said the price 
increases are part of a 
program to encourage the 
production of dairy products 
across Canada. 

The increases raise the 
prices of butter in most stores 


to 77 cents per pound ana m 
cents per pound for skim milk 
powder. 

There will be no change in 
the price of cheddar cheese. 

The increases allow the 
government to guarantee that 
farmers will now get $8.50 per 
hundred pounds of industrial 
milk used to manufacture 
dairy products. 

Spokesmen for Dairyland, 
Palm Dairies and Island- 
Farm Dairies in Victoria said 
the price increases went into 
effect Monday.

Daye 

quits 


A wave of recent 
resignations from Saanich 
engineering department 
culminated this week with 
departure of municpal 
engineer Bob Daye, who 
served in the post just under 
two years. 

His resignation was ac¬ 
cepted Monday by Saanich 
council, which also received 
the resignation of 19-year 
employee Frank Smith, 
general works superintendent 
for more than four years. 

"We had discussed his 
resignation; we didn’t really 
ask for it," said Mayor Ed 
Lum of Daye’s action. 

“We knew he was having 
problems and instructed the 
administrator to go and see 
him,” the mayor said, 
referring to discussion by 
aldermen and council’s 
personnel committee, of 
which he is chairman. 

Lum acknowledged there 
had been a morale problem in 
engineering for a year or 
more and that Daye’s ab¬ 
senteeism had been a factor — 
as high as 50 per cent due to 
illness. 

"I think if his health was 
better he would have stayed 
on and done something with 
the department,” Lum said. 

But under the cir¬ 
cumstances "it was thought it 
would be much better if he 
resigned,” the mayor said. 

Lum and municipal ad¬ 
ministrator W. M. Tremayne 
concurred that pressure in the 
fast-developing municipality 
had led to Daye’s resignation. 

Besides Daye and Smith, 
development engineer Joe 
Barber-Starkey finished with 
the municipality effective 
April i. He had given his 
notice in February. Sub¬ 
division engineer Allen 
English also quit the senior 
engineering staff. 

Daye said there was 
"definitely no connection" 
between the departures, 
which started last spring with 
the resignation of assistant 
municipal engineer John 
Cowlin, who entered private 
consultative work. 

Lum said the departures 
would put a strain on 
remaining staff, but 
replacement procedure will 
be expedited. Interviews for 
two of the openings have 
started. 

Letters of resignation were 
received by council without 
comment from Daye and 
Smith. In his. Smith said he 
could no longer carry out his 
duties objectively.

GAS PRICE PLAN 
BY MAY 15 

Premier Barrett promised this week to announce 
before May 15 his plans to deal with expected gasoline 
price increases. 

The premier said May 15 is the date prices of gasoline 
and oil are expected to jump as a result of the federal 
government's recent decision to raise the wellhead price 
of crude oil to $6.50 a barrel from the current $4. 

Following a cabinet meeting. Barrett told reporters 
he outlined a number of specific proposals to the cabinet 
which will be studied. 

B.C. would be the third province to cushion the effects 
of increases in the price of gasoline. Alberta reduced its 
15-cent a gallon tax on gasoline by five cents last week and 
Premier Allan Blakeney of Saskatchewan has announced 
a seven-cent drop in the province's gasoline tax from the 
current 19 cents a gallon. That decrease will be effective 
May 15.

It’s common the other way around. One in three farm boys, 
for better or worse, are now leaving the rural areas to take city 
jobs or, things being as they are, to look for them. 

Occasionally I get letters from them asking for advice, as 
someone who's had a look at both sides of the coin. I do the best 1 
can. Mostly, I think, they've already made up their minds and 
just want a friendly pat of reassurance 

Now comes a city-born and city-bred boy of 17 who wants to 
move the other way. 

"My new year’s resolution was to find some way to go 
farming when I graduate," he writes. "I know nothing at all 
about farming. Nearly everyone seems to advise me against it. 
They say there isn’t much money to be made for the work 
required. My father suggested I write to you. Your advice would 
be appreciated." 

I thought, at first I’d just write him man-to-man, but now 
I’m wondering if maybe it isn’t worth some reflecting in print. 

For one thing, he’s a rare and admirable type. There aren’t 
many kids who can look beyond the immedate horizon to ask 


themselves what they really want to do and that, I think, is vital. 

And, secondly, I fancy there are a good many young men a 
generation or two removed from the pull of the country life who 
may be totally unaware that it has much to offer as a career and 
a style of living. 

There should be no great difficulty in finding out if he’s right 
in his hunch that it’s what he wants to do. One summer on a farm 
would orovide the answer The wages will be small bv his citv 
standards, of course, but the experience will be worth a silo of 
gold 

Assuming he takes to it, there are two things he'll have 
learned. 

One is that "farming" is a mighty loose word for what would 
be more fittingly called the profession of agriculture. As much 
as any industry, it demands new methods, new techniques, 
specializing and acquired skills. 

The second is that it takes an education. 

Old-time farmers, like old-time newspapermen, may scoff 
at the need for university training, but wherever you go in the 
country you’ll find that the real pioneering these days is most 
often the work of the graduates in agriculture. 


City boy has hankering 

for long-green pastures 


The boys who are leaving tlie farms are usually boys who 
are in revolt against old-fashioned, traditional methods and 
unaware, perhaps, that the challenge for them, as it is for the 
city boy, is to progress with the times. 

When we lived in the country one of our neighbors was a 
poultryman whose son had fought with that agonizing decision, 
The father scraped together enough to send him to agriculture 
college more as a compromise than anything else. He took the 
attitude that it would do the boy no harm and that, when it was 
over, he might come back and carry on the business 

The boy came back, right enough, but not passively. He 
came back with ideas and experiments and the kind of 
production evolution that may be found in most aspects of farm 
life. The father resisted, but not for long Today they’re equal 
partners in a thriving business that owes as much to the old 
man’s equal partners sacrifice and labor as it does to the young 
man’s ambition and education 

It’s not an example that applies too directly to the city boy 
who has written me. He'll have to start from scratch. But it 
shows, I think, that country life is no more static than life among 
the towers. 


Apart from such considerations I’m comletely convinced I 
that, all things being equal, the man in the country gets more out | 
of life than the man in the city. 

The late Lew Gordon, a great newspaperman who, himself, 1 
retired to the green acres, once declared that his primary aim in 
life was independence. "I never want to be in a position where f | 
can't tell anyone to go to hell,’’ as he put it. 

Well, it’s true that the farmer is just as dependent on the 1 
whims of economics and more dependent than the rest of us on i 
the whims of weather, but it is true, too, that he has that | 
priceless sense of being self-reliant. 

i grow things that people eat,” a farmer once told me, 
"and people always have to eat." 

I may be wrong, but this seems to me the basic reason that 
country people very often appear to get more out of life than we 
do. Independence is the root of their philosophy. It gives them a 
purpose and an integrity that is their own. 

But, of course, the city boy will have to discover that for 
himself.

Fair is fair, says the Insurance Corporation of B.C., as it 
merrily imposes retroactive fines on drivers who didn’t mind 
their p’s and q’s in the past few years. 

Cautious drivers don’t have accidents like reckless ones do, 
so speeders, illegal turners and light runners are going to have 
to pay more — a lot more. 

It all sounds fair enough. 

If you speed, watch it. 

But if you're one of the old dodderers, the waverers, the 
holders-up of traffic, you’re in the clear. You probably caused 
plenty of accidents, but there’s nothing in the points system to 
cope with you. 

Perhaps a fairer way of penalizing the reckless driver 
would be to add up iiie past accident record. 

Or to make the points system itself fairer. 

A few years ago a young driver — and of course it was 
primarily young drivers who were guilty — could rack up six 
points simply by squealing the tires on his car (loud and un 
necessary noise it was called). 

At that time the eventual penalty was a licence suspension 
after a couple of episodes. Now that driver is suddenly going to 
pay an extra $36 for his licence because of past stupidity. 

How does this penalty jibe with the two points garnered by 
disobeying a traffic control device (running a red light, that is)? 
That won’t cost a penny extra on the licence. 

And how does it jibe with the fact that today the loud and 
unnecessary noise carries only a three point penalty? 

Fair is fair, but perhaps it would be better to start all 
drivers with a clean slate so that they would know in advance 
the financial risks they run by driving either recklessly or 
noisily.

Wall to halt park erosion 


A 360-foot retaining wall is 
being built by members of the 
Songhees Indian band at 
Maple Bank Park, Esquimalt 
Harbor, to stop widespread 
erosion of the bank. 

The park, formerly a 


housing reserve, is now used 
as a recreation area for the 
band. Indian sports and 
dances are held there every 
year. 

The project was made 
possible through a federal 


$ 24,900 local initiative grant. 

Chief John Albany said 
winter storms have eroded the 
bank by eight or 10 feet. 

"If the process is allowed to 
continue, it would make the 


park into an island." he said 
"Once the sea broke through 
the rising bank, it would pour 
into a low lying field." 

Albany said the project is 
providing employment to 10 
people.

Spiralling costs boost marina moorage rate 


Government policy and 
spiralling costs have pushed 
up moorage rates at local 
marinas. In some cases as 
high as 25 per cent. 

Beginning May 1 . people 
who keep their boats at Van- 
Isle Marina in Sidney will 
have their moorage rates 
increased from 75 to 95 cents a 
foot. 

A spokesman said the main 
contributing factor to the 
price hike was the lifting of 
ihe ceiling on commercial 


property assessments by the 
provincial government. 

Bog Wright of Oak Bay 
Marina agreed: 

"Lifting of the ceiling on 
commercial property is a 
prime reason but another 
major factor is the increase in 
the minimum wage rate," he 
said. "About 18 months ago it 
was $1 50. it’s now $2.25 an 
hour and in June it will be 
$2.50." 

Spiralling costs of supplies, 
coupled with labor costs, also 


make the rate increase 
necessary. Wright said. 

“We’ve spent more than 
$45,000 putting in new 
lighting." he added "And in 
the three weeks' difference 
between the letting of two 
contracts prices went up 10 
per cent.” 

Oak Bay Marina increased 
moorage rates from 75 cents 
to 95 cents a foot Feb 7 with 
those having their boats 
moored there on a yearly 


basis having their hike 
become effective April l. 

George Hall of Hall’s Boat 
House in Saanich Inlet said 
its rates for vermanent 
moorage rose from 65 to 85 
cents a foot on March 1. On the 
same date, moorage for 
temporary users went from 85 
cents to $1.10 a foot. 

One of the largest marinas 
in Saanich Inlet, Angler's 
Anchorage, pit its new rates 
in effect Jan. 1. Yearly rates 
went from 65 to 85 cents a foot 


while other boat owners had 
their fees hiked from 85 cents 
to $1 a foot. 

Spokesman Gunter Lucas 
agreed spiralling costs of 
materials and assessments 
were the main causes. 

Westport Marina is one of 
the most rapidly expanding 
marinas in the Sidney area, 
moorage being let on a yearly 
basis. 

Assistant manager Jim 
Johnson said that although 
visitors moorage, let on a 24- 


hour basis, had been pegged 
at 10 cents a foot as in 1973, the 
marina had been forced to 
increase its yearly rate from 
$8 a foot to $9 a foot per year 
as of April 1. 

He now has moorage for 260 
boats and expects to increase 
that to between 460 and 480 
before the season ends. 

One of his regular 
customers lives in Vancouver 
but commutes from the 
mainland to be able to keep 
his boat here. 


l-uk of moorage in Van¬ 
couver, where rates run 
anywhere from $1 35 to $1.50 a 
foot, is responsible for other 
mainland boaters using 
permanent moorage in 
marinas and private clubs of 
this area 

As the space and cost 
squeeze puts an even bigger 
stranglehold on mainland 
boaters, competition for space 
in marinas on Vancouver 
Island will increase.

The legislature was being 
asked to approve a $12 million 
spending vote for the renters’ 
grant and opposition mem¬ 
bers loudly protested they 
were being asked to approve 


who now rent accommodation 
to buy their own homes. 

The minister wouldn't 
disclose any more details of 
the program, however, except 
to confirm that leases on 
Crown land will be for 50 
years. 

Nicolson said people who 
form co-operatives to build 
housing on Crown land will

1914, 
Jones said, that the Kaiser 
gave the order for his troops

Ransford to take over soon 

Victoria doctor 
will chair 
health group 


Long-time Victoria 
physician Dr. Peter Ransford 
will be chairman of a new 
provincial government 
commission which will 
eventually take over all 
ambulance and emergency 
services in B.C. 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke announced the ap¬ 
pointment this week when he 
introduced legislation setting 
up the Emergency Health 
Services Commission. 

Under the legislation the 
commission will be em¬ 
powered to provide 
emergency and ambulance 
services, set up emergency 
health centres and stations, 
train and licence paramedical 
personnel, and establish 
emergency communication 
systems for B.C. 

Cocke said the government 
hopes to start taking over all 
ambulance and emergency 
services by July and expects it 
will take several months 
before all services are under 
the commission’s control. 

The bill would authorize a $6 
million expenditure by the 
commission for the first year 
of operation and Cocke said he 
expects the commission to 
spend about $9 million next 
year, when it will be operating 
for a full 12 months. 


T le legislation will take ali 
ambulance operating costs off 
the municipalities. 

In a municipality where an 
emergency service is already 
operating, Cocke said, the 
commission will likely lease 
the existing ambulance 
equipment and provide for 
some kind of payment for 
personnel. 

Regulations for the 
legislation will be set later but 
Cocke said he expects there 
will be a $5 fee per ambulance 
trip. 

The commission itself will 
consist of at least five 
members and Cocke said 
Ransford will take over as 
chairman as soon as the 
legislation is approved. 

Ransford. 55, has worked 
for the government since 
May, 1973, when he was 
commissioned to undertake 
an ‘‘extensive review” of all 
emergency health services in 
B.C. 

The new legislation is the 
result of that work. 

Ransford, who has been 
practicing medicine, 
specializing in pediatrics, in 
Victoria since 1949, is 
recognized in Canada as an 
expert in emergency care. 


CALDER AWAY 

Veteran NDP MLA Frank Calder (Atlin) is in London, 
England, attending a Commonwealth parliamentary 
seminar. 

Commenting on Calder's absence, Speaker Gordon 
Dowding said Calder was an alternate replacement for 
himself and the seminar was mainly for training chair¬ 
men and speakers. 

Calder, who has been known for his frequent out¬ 
bursts against his own government in connection with 
northern development and the NDP’s failure to persue it 
actively, is expected back in the House April 10. 


Dunhill buy 
'unjustified' 


MLAs sat until 1 a.m. 
Tuesday morning - the latest 
sitting so far this session — 
but opposition members 
would still not allow the 
housing department spending 
estimates to pass. 

The government, which has 
committed itself not to hold 
late-night “legislation by 
exhaustion" sittings, hoped 
the long sitting would prompt 
opposition members to pass 
the estimates.. 

The five-hour evening sit¬ 
ting was a prickly one as 
opposition members 
challenged the committee 
chairman's rulings on two 
occasions. 

Chairman Hartley Dent 
(NDP-Skeena) first rilled out 
of order any discussion of 
financial matters involving 
Dunhill Development Corp. 

The provincial government 
has purchased Dunhill but 
principals in the company are 
suing a Vancouver radio 
station for making charges 
they made a profit on inside 
knowledge of government 
plans to buy the firm. 

Dent ruled that since it is 
now before the courts any 
debate would be subjudice and 
the Socred challenge of his 
ruling was defeated by the 
weight of government support 
for Dent.

Pensions rise with costs 


B.C.’s public service pen¬ 
sioners will be the first in 
Canada to receive automatic 
quarterly pension increases 
based on the consumer price 
index. 

Legislation introduced in 
the house this week will give 
the government's 12,000 
pensioners an initial 12 per 
cent pension boost on July 1 
and provide for further in¬ 
creases every three months. 

The legislation covers 
pensioners under the Public 
Service Superannuation Act, 
the College Pension Act, the 
Teachers’ Pension Act and 


the Municipal Superannuation 
Act. 

The immediate 12 per cent 
increase is for people who 
retired on or before Dec. 31, 
1972. Those who retired during 
1973 will receive just a 4 per 
cent boost. 

Percentage increases will 
cover all pensioners once the 
quarterly system is started. 

Provincial Secretary Ernie 
Hall said the system will 
probably not start until April, 
1975, however, because 
computer adaptation will take 
several months. 

The quarterly pension in¬ 


creases will be calculated as 
the average of the consumer 
price index percentage in¬ 
creases over the preceding 
three months. 

The program will be 
financed by additional con¬ 
tributions from employers 
and employees but their 
contributions will not be in¬ 
creased until the sup¬ 
plementary payments to 
pensioners exceed 1 per cent 
of the payroll in each plan. 

B.C. will be the first 
jurisdiction in Canada to 
institute such a scheme 
although the federal govern¬ 
ment plan calls for automatic 


yearly increases based on the 
consumer price index. 

Superannuation com¬ 
missioner W. H. Forrest said 
the plan covers 12,000 pen¬ 
sioners and 100,000 working 
employees. 

The July pension boost will 
cost about $4 million over and 
above the $40 million spent on 
pensions each year now. 

Forrest said he doesn’t 
expect the contribution of 
employers and employees to 
rise before 1976 or 1977. The 
contributions now amount to 
about 6 per cent of the payroll 
each for the employer and 
employee. 


The legislative amendments 
introduced by Hall also make 
a number of changes to early 
retirement provisions in the 
four superannuation funds. 

College and teachers plans 
will be changed in accordance 
with the changes already 
introduced in the public 
service fund allowing for 
early retirement at age 55. 

People who have worked for 
10 years will be able to retire 
at age 55 and those who have 
served for 35 years or more 
will not receive any reduction 
in pension for taking early 
retirement.

—Public work done under 
the Hospital Act, the 
Municipal Act and the Public 
■Schools Act. 


—Work which calls for 
tenders and none of the people 
who tender have a collective 
agreement with their em¬ 
ployers. 

—Work in which the 
minister of public works does 
not call for tenders. 

King said the last exemption 
covers small contracts, often 
let in outlying districts of the 
province, where the govern¬ 
ment would normally just call 
on the small local contractor. 

The new legislation also 
makes clear that in cases 


where the public works 
department does enter into 
contracts with people who do 
not have a collective 
agreement, the Crown shall

New coal mining royalties, 
expected to increase 
provincial revenues by an 
estimated $8 million a year, 
were announced this week by 
B.C. Mines Minister Leo 
Nimsick. 

The new Coal Act, in¬ 
troduced in the legislature 
Tuesday, will raise an 
estimated $3 million a year by 
increasing royalties to $1 from 
the present 25 cents a ton. 

An additional $5 million a 
year may go into provincial 
coffers from a $5 an acre 
rental fee to be paid by coal 
mining firms for land leases 
not under production. 

The increased royalties will 
affect only one company at 
present — Fording River Coal 
Ltd. at Elk River in 
southeastern B.C. 

Nimsick said outside the 
house that all other coal- 


producing companies operate 
on private land. The new 
legislation applies only to 
companies producing coal on 
Crown-owned land. 

The new rental fee to be 
paid by companies holding 
land without producing coal, 
Nimsick said, may have one of 
several results: Either the 
firms holding the land will pay 
the new rent, $3 an acre the 
first year, $4 the next and $5 
from then on, or they will start 
producing.

He had expected to come

That’s never been 
my primary motivation," he 
said.

Enforced vacation

DETROIT - More than 
34,000 U.S. auto workers are 
on an enforced one-week 
vacation this week, an in¬ 
dication that anticipated 
spring increases in car sales 
have not materialized. 

Nine assembly plants and 
four manufacturing plants 
will remain closed this week, 
most of them building slow- 
selling large models.

The bill would also give the 
provincial government the 
power to appoint local police 
committees, whose functions 
would be the promotion of 
goodwill between police and 
public, to point out to the 
police commission any 
inadequacies in local police 
services and to hold inquiries 
into complaints about police 
officers. 


A new "art policy" for 
provincial government 
buildings was announced this 
week by Public Works 
Minister Bill Hartley, to 
combine functional aspects of 
public buildings with the 
esthetic.

Liberals sweep in N.S . 


HALIFAX — Premier 
Gerald Regan's Liberal party 
swept back into power in 
Tuesday's Nova Scotia 
elections, picking up 31 of the 
-16 seats and leaving the op¬ 
position Progressive Con¬ 
servative party reeling. 

The Tories, under leader 
John Buchanan, lost nine 
seats they had held after the 
1970 elections and now have 12 


members in the legislature. 

Jeremy Akerman's New 
Democratic Party, running a 
full slate of candidates for the 
first time, won three seats 
compared to two in 1970 but 
almost doubled its popular 
vote to 13 per cent. 

The Liberals picked up 47.9 
per cent of the popular vote 
while the Conservatives won 
38.5 per cent 


Regan, who went into the 
election hoping for an in¬ 
creased majority, was sur¬ 
prised at his party’s victory 
margin. The Liberals held 23 
seats prior to the election, 
gaining eight more. 

''I'm gratified by the size of 
the victory," he told sup¬ 
porters after the final count 
was in. "I have to say it’s 
larger than I expected " 


He said the result showed 
the voters in Nova Scotia want 
responsible financing by 
government Regan had 
campaigned on his record and 
on a series of promises, the 
most lucrative of which is a 25 
per cent reduction in property 
taxes this year. 

A lack of consistency in his 


campaign speeches un¬ 
doubtedly hurt Buchanan. 
Only 10 days after saying the 
province's finances were in 
"horrendous shape." the Tory 
leader did an about-face by 
promising to finance an ex¬ 
travagant program out of the 
surplus the Liberals would 
leave behind.

TORIES RAP CN HOTELS 


OTTAWA — Conservative 
critics in the Commons are 
urging Canadian National to 
get out of the hotel business 
and spend more on tracks and 
rolling stock. 

The Conservative-! in¬ 
troduced ammendments to 
the CN financing bill which 
would chop out more than $5 


million for hotel operations 
and more than $8 million for 
construction of the CN 
communications tower in 
Toronto, which they described 
as "economic idiocy." 

Donald Blenkarm, Con¬ 
servative member for the 
Toronto suburb of 
Mississauga, said CN made a 


profit of only one per cent on 
its five hotels last year while 
Canadian Pacific made five 
per cent. 

Jack Horner (PC-Crowfoot) 
said more tunnels and tracks 
are needed through the 
Rockies to permit adequate 
movement of grain.

The court unanimously rejected an appeal by Mayor 
Leonard Jones of Moncton, who argued that Parliament 
had no right to declare French and English both official 
languages. 


BRIEFLY: 

Talks proposed 
on tanker routes 


OTTAWA — The Canadian 
government has formally 
proposed negotiations with the 
U.S. to keep oil tankers away 
from the coast of B.C. 

Officials in Ottawa confirm 
they delivered a note March 25 
proposing the talks but no 
details were revealed, 
although it is believed the 
Canadian government wants 
to work out alternate routes 
for tankers bound for 
refineries at Cherry Point, 
Wash. 


Cherry Point, at the en¬ 
trance to Puget Sound, is 
about 12 miles south of the 
U.S.-Canadian border and 
under international law, 
Canada cannot unilaterally 
keep ships out of Cherry 
Point. 

But experts says a 40.000-ton 
spill near Cherry Point could 
foul the shore of Boundary- 
Bay in B.C. within 48 hours 
and it would cost up to $25 
million to clean up. 


$400,000 in gold stolen 


MALARTIC. Que. — An 
estimated 3,000 ounces of gold 
valued at $400,000 were 
removed from a filtration 
press this week in a raid by 
three armed and hooded men 
on Camflo Mines Ltd. The 


bandits entered the mine 
about 1 a m., cut telephone 
lines and tied up five em¬ 
ployees before seizing the 
gold. The mine is situated 
about 400 miles northwest of 
Montreal.

French block 
patch-up bid 


LUXEMBOURG - France 
has single handedly blocked 
an attempt by the European 
Common Market to patch up 
its differences with the United 
Slates. 

After seven hours of heated 
debate at the foreign 
ministers’ meeting here, 
France rejected a proposal 
that the U.S. be consulted 
before final ECM decisions 
are made. 

The U.S. has been par¬ 
ticularly critical of a Common 
Market decision last month to 
seek closer ties with the Arab 
oil producing states Britain 
and West Germany have been 
pushing hard for a new 
consultation formula between 
the ECM and the U.S. 

Britain’s new Labor Party 
government meanwhile, is 


trying to renegotiate con¬ 
ditions under threat of a 
possible ECM pull-out. 

In a speech to its partners 
this week. Britain's foreign 
secretary, James Callaghan, 
said there must be a revision 
of the ECM agricultural policy 
of keeping food prices up. an 
easing of entry of Com¬ 
monwealth products, a 
reduction of Britain’s con¬ 
tribution to the budget and a 
relaxation of rules on regional 
policy and taxes. 

Callaghan's speech was 
received with varying degrees 
of coolness by spokesmen for 
ECM countries. Demands for 
changes in ECM policies were 
part of the newly-elected 
British government’s election 
promises.

WASHINGTON - Hearings 
leading to the possible im¬ 
peachment of President 
Richard Nixon may start May 
1 and conclude by mid-June. 

Although dates are ten¬ 
tative. members of the U.S. 
House judiciary committee 
we reported in favor of 
starting the hearings on 
Nixon’s conduct in office after 
the House returns from 
Easter recess April 22. 

The impeachment inquiry 
staff estimates it will need six 
weeks to hear and study 
evidence. This would allow 
final action on an im¬ 
peachment decision by June 
15. 

Details on procedures for 
the hearing have yet to be 
worked out but it is expected 
that some of them will be 
public. 


Congressional staff in¬ 
vestigators studying Nixon's 
tax returns from 1968 through 
1972 have completed their 
examination but it was not 
clear earlier this week just 
when they would make their 


findings public. 

The report went before a 
closed meeting of the joint 
committee on internal 
revenue taxation Wednesday 
and some members of the 
committee want extra time to 


review the staff investigators’ 
recommendation before 
making them public. 

The report is believed to 
have concluded that Nixon 
underpaid his taxes by several 
hundred thousand dollars. 


. . . and Ford widens gap 


CHICAGO - The Com¬ 
mittee for the Re-Election of 
the President has come under 
sharp attack — from the vice- 
president. 

U.S Vice-President Gerald 
Ford, speaking to cheering 
Republican leaders, attacked 
President Nixon's re-election 
committee as * an arrogant, 
elite guard of political 
adolescents.” 

It was clear from the cheers 
that Ford was only saying 


publicly what many 
Republicans have been saying 
privately for months. 

“The party needed to speak 
out against CREEP i the 
acronym for the committee) 
for a long time,” Ford said 
later. "I felt this was a good 
place to do it. I did not discuss 
it with the president. I spoke 
as my own man.” 

Ford warned his listeners 
that Republicans could never 
again allow their presidential 


candidate to bypass the 
regular party organization 
and set up a campaign group 
that would make its own rules 
and ‘dictate the terms of a 
national election.” 

Ford insisted at a news 
conference later that he was 
not criticizing Nixon per¬ 
sonally. but his rebuke of 
Nixon's organization made it 
appear he was widening a gulf 
between the president and 
himself.

CRTC RULING 

Commercials 
fading out 


OTTAWA — Commercials 
must be eliminated from CBC 
’ radio and reduced on CBC 
television, the Canadian 
Hadio-Television ('ommission 
lias ruled. 

The CKTC has renewed all 
CBC broadcasting licences on 
condition that commercials be 
eliminated or reduced. 

All commercials on the 
English and French radio 
networks, both AM and FM, 
will be eliminated starting 
next Jan. 1 except in cases 
where programs are available 
to the CBC only on a sponsored 
basis. A notable example is 
the Metropolitan Opera 
broadcasts from New York on 
Saturday afternoons. 

Commercials on the CBC 
television networks nust be 
limited toeight minutes in any 
hour starting Oct. 1, 1975. This 
is to be reduced by one minute 
each Oct. 1. The CBC now 
allows about 12 minutes of 
commercials each hour. 

There will be more prime 
lime Canadian content on CBC 
television, too. Beginning Oct. 
I. 1976, at least half the 
programs on the network 


between H and 9 p.m. local 
time must be Canadian. At 
present this time slot is 
largely given over to U.S. 
programming in an effort to 
attract larger viewing 
audiences for Canadian shows 
later in the evening. 

Advertising aimed 
specifically at children will be 
banned from CBC television 
network oeginning Jan. 1. 

CBC radio and television 
network licences were 
renewed for five years to 
March 31, 1979, but licences 
for some individual CBC 
transmitters were renewed 
for periods of two. three or 
four years. The CKTC thus 
hopes to review the CBC's 
performance across the 
country more closely than it 
did this year when all CBC 
licences came up for renewal. 

The reduction of com¬ 
mercials on the networks will 
mean new agreements will 
have to be negotiated between 
the CBC and private affilates 
and the CKTC has offered its 
services in working out new 
contracts. 


NEWS MONOPOLY 
RESULTS IN FINE 


SAINT JOHN. N.B 
Newspaper publisher K. C. 
Irving was fined $150,uoo in 
provincial court this week on a 
charge of operating a 
monopoly. 

Irving operates newspapers 
in Saint John. Bathurst. 
Moncton and Fredericton. He 
was personally fined $100,000 


and additional fines were 
levied against his holdings, 
New Brunswick l*ublishing 
Co. ($30,000), Moncton 
Publishing Co. ($10,000) and 
University Press of New 
Brunswick ($10,000).

While his London Boxing 
Club teammates shiver 
through the last feu- games in 
the B.C. Soccer league. Brian 
Robinson of Victoria will be 
enjoying the sun of Bermuda. 

Robinson leaves today for 
Toronto, where he will join 
other members of Canada's 
national soccer team, The 
squad will fly to Bermuda 
Friday for a to day trip which 
will include an intensive 
training session and three 
games. 

The first two matches, on 
April 10 and 12. will be against 
Devonshire Colts and North 
Village respectively and will 


serve as a warmup for an 
international match. April 14, 
at Bermuda's National 
Stadium. 

Robinson, who is entering 
his third season with the 
national team, is one of seven 
BCSL players on the 19- 
member squad. 

The others are Gary Ayre, 
Chris Bennet, Tony Chursky, 
Victor Kodelja, Sam 
Lenarduzzi and Bruce Wilson 
— all from the Vancouver 
area. The games in Bermuda 
will be the first for Kodelja 
and Wilson as national team 
members. 


‘‘We’ll have five days to get 
accustomed to the climate.” 
Robinson said this week, “and 
all the games will be played in 
the evening so we should do 
well in the heat.” 

National-coach Eckhard 
Krautzun will be using the 10- 
day tour to determine which 
players he wants for Canada's 
team that will compete in the 
1976 Olympics in Montreal. 

Krautzun has arranged for 
the senior team, not 
necessarily the one which 
tours Bermuda, to have a 30- 
day tour of Europe for six to 
eight games, beginning 
sometime in September. A 


three-week jaunt to South 
America in December is also 
being finalized. * 

“The coach has arranged to 
have players attend training 
camps of pro teams in 
England and Germany to get 
valuable exposure to the top 
players in the world.” 
Robinson added in reference 
to the European trip. 

Robinson toured Europe for 
three weeks last season with 
the nationals and also took 
part in international tourneys 
in Haiti and Toronto. The 
stocky mid fielder has played 
17 international matches for 
Canada. 


A product of the Victoria 
juvenile soccer program, the 
25-year-old Robinson believes 
Canada will make a good 
showing in the 76 Olympics. 

"It will all depend on the 
draw." he said, "but we’ve 
shown that with a good 
training program we can put 
up a strong show against top 
international teams.” 

That training program 
received a financial boost on 
the weekend when the 
Canadian Soccer Association 
announced a budget of 
$ 210,000 for the senior team, 
$130,000 of which will be 


supplied by the federal 
government. 

At its annual meeting in 
Vancouver, the CSA also 
announced a budget of 
$236,000 for the national 
juvenile side, mainly for the 
North, Central American and 
Caribbean Soccer Federation 
(CONCACAF) tournament to 
be held at various sites in 
Ontario this August. 

Between 16 and 22 teams 
will take part in the CON¬ 
CACAF tournament, the 
biggest undertaking in 
amateur soccer seen in this 
country. It will be held from 
August 15 to September 2 with 


the finals taking place at CNE 
Stadium in Toronto. 

The CSA hopes to have 
Brazilian superstar Pele on 
hand for the opening game of 
the tournament. Pele, who is 
under contract to Pepsi-Cola, 
is being brought to Canada to 
take part in coaching clinics. 

The juvenile team will tour 
Canada in June and then will 
leave for Europe, July 13, to 
attend a sports fitness school 
in East Germany and play top 
juvenile teams in Germany 
and Britain. The juvenile 
squad will return Aug. 5 to 
make final preparations for 
the CONCACAF tournament. 


Western loop back 
on 'outlaw' trail 


It appears that the Western 
Canada Hockey League will 
operate next season as an 
"outlaw” or independent 
circuit. 

Franchise holders have 
voted unanimously to reject a 
pact the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association worked 
out last week with the World 
Hockey Association. 

The agreement covers the 
drafting procedures and 
payment scale for the 
graduating junior players in 
Canada. 

it’s not known if the two 
other major junior leagues — 
the Ontario Hockey 
Association and the Quebec 
Hockey Association — will 
choose to follow the CAHA or 


WCHL and no decision is 
expected until the Memorial 
Cup playoffs are completed 
next month. 

The WCHL withdrew from 
CAHA jurisdiction during its 
second and third years of 
operation <’68-’69 and '69-70) 
when it chose to use a limited 
number of over-age players, 
then returned to the fold the 
following season. 

Pat Ginnell, coach and 
general manager of Victoria 
Cougars, confirmed that the 
WCHL directors rejected the 
new proposal and said "the 
old outlaw gang might get 
together again." 

"Only this time we’d rather 
call ourselves independents." 

The two agreement 


proposals the WCHL finds 
most objectionable are the 
general payment level and the 
drafting of under age players 
of "exceptional" calibre. 

The pact calls for the 
payment of $20,000 for each 
player taken in the first two 
rounds of the draft, but, after 
the lower leagues get their 
share of development money, 
only $7,000 is left for the 
WCHL team, the owners 
claim.

Veteran John Bucyk 
became the fifth player to get 
50 NHL goals in one season 
managing 51 when teammate 
Esposito was setting the 
league record of 76 in the 1970- 
71 season. 

The 1971-72 campaign 
brought the first season with 
three 50-goal scorers, Vic 
Hadfield joining Esposito and 
Hull. Last season, Redmond 
(52) and Rick MacLeish <50) 
joined Esposito in the 50-goal 


Best season 
for Canucks 


Vancouver Canucks, almost 
unbelievably it seems, should 
wind up this season with their 
best record in four National 
Hockey League seasons. 

A weekend sweep in games 
against the trailing New York 
Islanders and California 
Golden Seals, brought 
Canucks to 55 points for the 
season with three games 
remaining.

Boudrias, 
who had 14 goals and 57 assists 
after Sunday7-0 romp over 
the Seals, needed only one 
point in his last three games to 
break the club record set last 
season by Bob Schmautz with 
38 goals and 33 assists.

Koyl took retirement 
early to settle on the west 
coast. 

Another Victorian was 
elected to national office at 
the Montreal meeting 
Pat Dufour, 619 Transit,

Ouimet, a Montreal lawyer, 
who is mayor of Westmount 
and incoming national 
president of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce.

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Pulp markets beckon 

Doman expands 


Doman Industries Ltd is 
proceeding with major ex¬ 
pansion plans, including a new 
groundwood pulp mill on 
Vancouver Island and a larger 
sawmill in Vancouver, 
company president H S. 
Doman announced this week. 

“We intend to expand in 
B.C. as the demand for our 
lumber and sawmill 
byproducts increases,” he 
said at the company's annual 
meeting in Duncan. 

“There is a developing 
shortage on a worldwide basis 
for fibre and we intend to 


obtain our share of this 
market The years ahead look 
good for the lumber market." 

Doman said the company 
has completed feasibility 
studies for a pulp mill with a 
production of :KK) tons a day at 
a cost of $22 million. The 
location will be on Vancouver 
Island, but no specific site has 
been chosen. 

The plant will make pulp by 
a mechanical, non-chemical 
process which is virtually 
pollution-free Its feed stock is 
sawdust and planer shavings, 
both of which are now waste 
items. 


At its Fraser River mill in 
Vancouver, the company 
plans a small log mill to be 
built at a cost ot $7 million Its 
production will be 120 million 
board feet a day. compared 
with the present output of 40 
million. Completion date is 
May 1975. 

Doman sales during the first 
quarter ending Jan. 31, 1974 
were $10.7 million compared 
with $8.3 million in the 1973 
first quarter. Net profit was 
$900,000, down from $1.1 
million in the 1973 first 
quarter.

A plug for parents was put 
in this week by Judge William 
Ostler of Victoria provincial 
court in a case of three youths 
who admitted three recent 
break-ins. 

Ostler told Jeffrey Brian 
Quatsch, 17, of 321 Masters, 
Larry Arthur Russell, 19, of 
Fort Alice, and Philip Wesley 
St. John. 18, of 1606 Bank, they 
would be given suspended 
sentences and 18-month 
probationary terms. 

"The least you can do." he 
told them, was to continue 
school or actively seek em¬ 
ployment. In this way, they 
would "repay your parents" 
for their assistance — 

• parents have a rough enough 
time of it as it is.” 

The three admitted three 
early March break-ins in Oak 
Bay and Victoria where little 
was taken, while Quatsch 
pleaded guilty to a fourth. In 
one case, they wheeled a steel 
cabinet out of a firm at 1809 
Cook only to find it was not a 
safe and contained only 
papers and no cash. 

One year’s probation and a 
$300 fine were ordered by 
Ostler for Norman Allan 
Webb, 24. of 837 Burdett, who 
pleaded guilty March 11 to a 
Victoria charge of fraud in 
May, 1972 

Prosecutor Peter Birkett 
said Webb sold a car for about 
$ 1 , 800 , saying it was a present 
from his parents and had no 
liens against it when a $1,500 
lien was involved. 

Defence lawyer Harold 
Turnham said Webb repaid 
the buyers $500 in 1972, had 
been overseas most of the 
time since, and had made 
complete restitution this 
month — with interest. 


"It’s my first time in court 
and I realize what I did was 
stupid," said Allan Knapp, 19, 
of 2440 Sinclair, a high school 
student who pleaded guilty to 
a charge of causing a 
disturbance by being drunk. 

He was charged after 
streaking through an Em¬ 
press Hotel cocktail lounge 
early Sunday. The distur¬ 
bance part of the charge arose 
not from his nudity but from 
yelling that followed his arrest 
by hotel security staff. 

Knapp said he feared the 
conviction would affect his 
plans to travel after his 
graduation in two months.

Unemployment in British 
Columbia is running about 6 
per cent, but John Drysdale 
sometimes finds it hard to 
believe. 

Drysdale, director of trades 
and industrial training at 
Camosun College’s In¬ 
terurban campus, rarely has 
trouble finding a job for his 
graduates. 

In fact, it’s sometimes hard 
to keep up with the demand 
for some skilled workers. 

The Interurban campus, 
third largest trade school in 
the province, will handle some 
3,000 students this year, 
although at any one time there 
are only about 400 on campus. 

They are divided into three 
groups pre-employment 
courses, apprentice and pre- 


apprentice courses, and 
upgrading and extension 
courses. 

Pre-employment courses 
are such things as cook 
training, drafting, welding, 
diesel engine mechanic and 
electronic technician. They 
normally last 10 months and 
are heavily subsidized by the 
government so they cost the 
student about $150 tuition. 

Courses designated as pre- 
apprenticeship courses by the 
labor department include 
carpentry, auto body repair, 
auto mechanic, plumbing and 
electricity. 

Students take about four 
months of pre-apprentice 
training on campus, then go 
out on the job with an em¬ 
ployer as apprentices. For the

next three years they return to 
interurban one month a year 
for further training. 

Not only does the pre- 
apprenticeship course cost 
students nothing, they receive 
subsistence and tran¬ 
sportation allowance while 
attending. 

In all courses, practical 
experience is emphasized, 
said Drysdale. The school 
tries to simulate conditions 
students will experience on 
the job, including being on 
time in the morning — 
students must be in by 8:30 
am. 

For mo6t job categories the 
college makes little effort to 
place their graduates, said 
Drysdale because employers 
normally come to them. 

“There's always a demand 
for welders,” he said. “I don’t 
know where they all go.” 

A crash program in welding 
for people with some ex¬ 
perience in the trade is 
starting this month to meet a 
manpower shortage in B.C. 
shipyards. 

The construction boom 
across the province has made 
the job market for carpenters, 
electricians and plumbers 
good, Drysdale said. Elec¬ 
trical and plumbing grads are 
probably the best paid of all 
trades right now, he added. 

One trade Drysdale thought 
might not be >n such demand 
was office machine 
mechanics — people who 
repair typewriters and adding 


machines — so he wrote 186 
letters to employers. 

Now the school can't meet 
the demand for graduates, 
and Drysdale hopes to start up 
another class 

Occasionally women ask 
Drysdale about taking the 


office machines course, but hi? 
advises against it because, 
lifting and carrying machines; 
would tire a woman by the end 
of the day. 

In fact there are only a 
handful of women on campus,, 
all in the cooking and drafting 
courses. 


Mature students 
upgrading careers 


The majority of mature 
students at University of 
Victoria are there to upgrade 
their chosen career and to do 
it in the evenings. 

The majority are taking 
courses on a part-time basis 
and they want student loans, 
registration by mail, sub¬ 
sidized on-campus housing 
and to be able to apply for 
loans and scholarships on the 
same basis as full-time 
students. 

A survey presented to the 
UVic senate Wednesday by 
the Mature Students Club on 
campus — representing 1,048 
students older than 24 years — 


also suggests that degree 
programs for evening courses 
and summer session students 
be “comprehensively planned 
and predictable over a period 
of years.” 

Some 400 students answered 
survey questionaires which 
were also forwarded with 
recommendations to the 
provincial government’s 
department of education. 

Some 32.3 per cent 
registered for the first time in 
1973 indicating that the adult 
population interested in 
upgrading their career 
through university education 
is increasing, the brief says. 


Warnings given 
to kite flyers 


Kite flying season is here 
again and B C. Hydro has 
issued its annual warning to 
youngsters and grown-ups to 
fly kites carefully, never near 
powerlines or towers. 

“Everyone should un¬ 
derstand that the cord holding 
a kite, particularly if the cord 
is wet, may act as a conductor 
when it touches a charged 
powerline,'* warns Dave 
Johnson, B.C. Hydro safety 
officer. 

Consequences can be 
serious if an electric current 
travels down the cord to the 


person ca*rying it, he warns. 

If a kite becomes tangled in 
powerlines, he said, the flyers 
should drop the cord at once. 
Don't pull on it or try to free 
the kite with a long pole, he 
warned, because the pole can 
act as a conductor. 

—Always fly kites in an 
open field or park away from 
powerlines, towers and 
traffic. 

—Use dry string, never wire 
or metallic lines. 

—Never try to remove the 
kite when it catches on power 
lines.

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FEDERAL AGENCIES SQUABBLING—EXPERT 
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Tax money wasted in north CAPITAL 


MONTREAL - Tax dollars 
are being thrown away and 
the expansion of the Canadian 
Arctic held back by bitter 
rivalry between federal 
agencies, according to an 
Arctic maritime consultant. 

Former naval captain T.S. 
Pullen, now a shipping con¬ 
sultant to Control Data 
Canada Ltd. and several in¬ 
dustrial companies, told the 
Navy League of Canada's 
annual meeting: 

"There are too many 
authorities calling the shots. It 
is my experience that 
government administrators 
are at each other’s throats, 


competing for power, causing 
tremendous duplication and 
overlapping.” 

Pullen, who skippered 
HMCS Labrador when she 
made her famous pioneer 
Arctic voyage, and who also 
represented the federal 
government when the giant 
American tanker Manhattan 
explored the Arctic, also 
faulted the ministry of 
transport and the navy for 
lack of co-operation.

operation between the navy 
and the coast guard has to be 
tightened up." 

He cited as an example of 
the co-operation lag the 
steaming of 12,200 miles by an 
M.O.T. vessel to get fuel when 
a naval ship had been close 
by. 

"I understand there is an 
incompatibility of fuel used by 
M.O.T. and the navy," he 
said, "There is a great deal of 
homework to be done.”

took 324 ships in the 1973 
season to move 10.35 million 
barrels of fuel and supplies. 
He said that, to take full ad¬ 
vantage of Arctic resources, 
the shipping season has to be 
extended and, in some areas, 
shipping must become an all¬ 
year-round operation. 

"We’re facing a whole new 
challenge and series of 
problems," Pullen said, "You 
can’t turn oil wells on and off 
like a tap!" 

Pullen said it was im¬ 
perative the ministry of 
transport accelerate a 
planning and building 
program for icebreakers, 
large and powerful enough to 
master the ice conditions in 
the Arctic. 

"Icebreakers, at this stage, 
are the key to the whole Arctic 
picture." Pullen said, "We 
have four, two of them 20 
years old.” 

Pullen said government 


policy of trying to produce an 
icebreaker suitable for both 
the Gulf of St. Lawrenep and 
the Arctic was wrong because 
ice conditions in these areas 
were not the same. 

"We have to stop trying to 
have one foot in the canoe and 
one foot on the jetty," he 
cautioned. 

He said icebreakers could 
be used for a variety of pur¬ 
poses, including hydrographic 
and oceanographic surveys, 
as well as research in devising 
better communications. 
Pullen said conditions 
peculiar to the Arctic made 
communications extremely 
difficult. 

Stating that often ships had 
to fall back on the old- 
fashioned megaphone as a 
means of communication. 
Fallen warned: 

"When men can’t talk to 
men all hell breaks loose!"

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Municipalities 
to pick up 
half the tab 


Liaison with employers 


Student jobs centre to open 


A double-pronged provincial 
government program to 
provide summer employment 
for high school students will 
require municipalities to pick 
up half the cost. 

The program, divided into 
two categories (Careers '74 
and Sweep ’74). is to en¬ 
courage municipalities to 
employ high school students 
for two-months, beginning 
July 2. 

Provincial funding of $800 
per student will be available. 

Oak Bay council’s B com¬ 
mittee had reservations about 
the program this week when it 
studied a letter from Labor 
Minister Bill King. 

King said an allocation of 
297 students had been 
assigned to the regional 
district with each 
municipality’s share, if not 
used, transferrable to another 
area. 

Municipal engineer-planner 
Geoffrey White pointed out the 
funding would require an 
almost equal amount being 
put into the program by the 
municipalities. 

White said new union 
agreements, which go into 
effect July 1, would set the 
minimum wage at $729 a 
month. 

King said Careers '74's 
objectives are "to employ as 
many students as possible for 
an equitable salary in a 
realistic budgetary 
framework . . and to provide 
students with valuable work 
experience, contacts and 
references to better equip 
them for eventual full-time 
membership in the labor 
force.” 

The Sweep ’74 program is 
geared to have "students 
working in an environmental 
enhancement program.” 

White mentioned other 
drawbacks to employing 
students: “July and August is 
too late to be of value to us," 
he said, "there’s nothing to 
put these fellows on unless we 
create a special project." 

He added, on a per capita 
basis, Oak Bay’s share of the 
regional allotment would be 
about 30 students. 

Aid. Douglas Watts didn't 
agree with King's assertion 
that the unemployment rate in 
the 14-24 age group is con¬ 
stantly double the overall 
provincial unemployment 
rate. 

"We should try to be 
reasonable and co-operate," 
he said, "But there's been 
panic in years gone by when 
there were none- of these 
programs about. Yet, in¬ 
variably, they did find jobs." 

Aid. Douglas McLelland 
said the municipality’s capital 
works budget would be 
completed by May 15.

A special Canada Man¬ 
power centre for students will 
open April 16 at 720 Yates 
Street. 

University of Victoria 
graduate Rob Hudson will be 
in charge, assisted through 
the summer by trained 
students acting as coun¬ 
sellors. 

Hudson is touring high 
schools and prospective, 
employers in preparation for 
the office opening. 


"The office will be acting as 
liaison between the employers 
and students needing em¬ 
ployment." said Hudson. 
"And we will also be 
distributing information on 
federal and provincial student 
employment programs." 

There will be a separate 
section in the Victoria office 
dealing with farm labor, said 
Hudson. 

The Victoria office is one of 
32 in B.C. providing a student 


summer employment service^ 
and one of 250 across Canada 
as part of a $66 million 
program. 

In addition to the 250 offices, 
there will also be 30 farm 
labor pools in nine provinces 
in operation by the end of 
April. Two of these pools will 
be in B.C. 

The $2 million agricultural 
assistance program is a new 
plan inspired by complaints 
last year that crops were 


rotting in the fields because of 
labor shortages. 

When the summer job 
program was announced 
earlier this year, the govern¬ 
ment indicated it would be 
relying more on the private 
sector for work for the 
estimated 1.300,000 students 
who will be seeking work. 

Last year 86 per cent of the 
jobs obtained by students 


were provided by private 
industry, with the rest coming 
from federal, provincial and 
municipal programs. 

Hudson said he will be in 
touch with as many private 
companies as possible in 
Victoria since the emphasis 
will be on getting jobs in 
private industry. 

Manpower's aim is to have 
one summer student hired for 
every 20 regular employees.
